Situation in South Africa Excessively 
Grave— Serious Work Has to 
Be Undertaken. 



Britain Called on to Make Needful 
Preparations— Military Strength 
of the Boer Element. 



BiUimayo Beleaguered by Matabelei 
But No Ofliciitl News as 
i'et of Disaster. 



Buldwayo, April 17. — A fowling of 
apprehension us to what the next stepof 
the revolting Matnbeles will be per- 
meates all circles here. Information 
from the country around makes it cer- 
tain that the natives are preparing an 
offensive movement against this place. 
The number of Matabele reported gath- 
eringat points near by is sufficient to 
appal the hearts of even experienced 

liters. Then: is a dread in tho minds 
of many that the place is in danger 
of being overwhelmed by the rush 
of hordes of Matabele and the inhabit- 
ants put to a wholesale massacre. The 
fear of treachery is added to tho appre- 
hension of overwhelming numbers. 
Many indications point to a connivance 
with tho war parties of supposed 
friendly natives. There are many of 
tho hitter in the town itself, and no 
white man feels sure how far he can 
trust his dusky associates or servants. 

On Wednesday evening three Dutch 
scouts were sent out from here to secure 
some definite and accurate information 
of the position and movements of the 
natives. What they found has served 
little to relieve the anxiety and sus- 
pense. They report that t lie 
Matabele are gathered like ants in 
a bill on the tjmgusa riwr, only six 
miles north of here. That some treach- 
erous plot is being concocted is indicated 
by the fact that native women are secret- 
ing European clothes. The native men 
on the veldt wear the native costume, 
while most of those in Buluwayo wear 
clothes approaching the European fash- 
ion. By attiring the native warriors in 
European garments the Matabele 
hope that they will be enabled 
to enter the town unquestioned. 

A Matabele " boy " has also been 
caught stealing the badges and the pug- 
garees belong to the Rhodesia horse, and 
it is believed that it was intended to use 
these for purposes of disguise to further 
some treacherous project for taking 
Buluwayo at a disadvantage and killing 
the inhabitants. It is plainly noticeable 
that the natives in the town 
are becoming as thick as bees. 
In ordinary times natives come 
and go in the town without 
attracting attention. The native popu- 
lation is at all times a shifting one, and 
a large number of the men that make it 
up are not known individually to the 
white people of the town or to the au- 
thorities. The fact that the natives in 
the town live apart from the whites adds 
to the difficulty of identifying those 
who belong in the town. But there is 
little more confidence felt in the natives 
who belong in the town than in 
the hostile men who, it is believed, are 
being surreptitously introduced to aid 
from within when an attack shall be 
made from without. It looks now as 
though that might occur at any time. 
The roads by which communication is 
had with the South, both the one to 
Tuli and the one to Mafeking, are felt to 
be in peril. There are undoubtedly 
large numbers of hostile natives between 
Buluwayo and the settlements to the 
south, some of them in open revolt. The 
situation is felt to he most serious and 
threatening. 

Capetown, April 17. — The apprehen- 
sion in the mind of the British govern- 
ment that the dispatch of reinforce- 
ments of troops to .South Africa may 
again endanger the strained relations 
with the Transvaal is indicated by a 
statement made by Governor Sir Her- 
cules Robinson to President Kruger. 
Governor Robinson on behalf of Colonial 
.Secretary Chamberlain has explained to 
President Kruger that the British rein- 
forcements which are being dispatched 
to Capetown and Natal do not imply any 
change in the friendly policy of the Bri- 
tish government towards the Transvaal. 
Mr. Chamberlain continues that he is 
aware that efforts may be made to mis- 
represent the intention of the Imperial 
government in order to prevent a satis- 
factory understanding between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal. 

An interview has been published with 
General Joubert, commander in chief of 
the Transvaal military forces, in which 
he denies that there in any danger of a 
native uprising in the Transvaal as has 
been reported. 

An official despatch received here from 
Buluwayo reports the safe arrival there 
of the coach, indicating that the roads 
are still open. It is felt that the great- 
est danger to Buluwayo, unless the na- 
tives should muster in crushing force, is 
that of a possible running short of sup- 
plies of food and ammunition, The food 
supply is reported sufficient to last for a 
month, but there have been appeals for 
additional supplies of ammunition, 
which must come from the south and 
mtiBt be two or three weeks on the 
way even if the convoy meets with no 
violence. The keeping open of com- 
munication is, therefore, of first import- 
ance. The road for twenty miles south 
of Buluwayo runs through a difficult and 
dangerous country. If the Buluwayo 
force are shut up in the town and unable 
to patrol the road from Buluwayo to 
Mangwe, fifty miles south, it will, it is

believed, be impossible to keep the road 
open and to get through provisions. 
The official despatch received from Bulu- 
wayo reports that the Matabele' are 
massing, not only on the north, but on 
the east of Buluwayo, and are sending 
out looting parties which boldly appear 
within a half hour's inarch of the town. 

The Cape Town correspondent of the 
Times says that it is regarded as certain 
there that Paseoe St. Leger Grenfe.ll, 
\ho left Gwelo for Buluwayo on the day 
before the first of the murders was re- 
porte.l, must he dead, as he has not been 
heard of since, lie was accompanied by 
"Bob" White, the American manager 
of Goulay's mines, and it Cape " hoy," 
all well armed, bat they probably rushed 
into the midst of the Impl on the 
Shangani, which killed Hammond, 
Farmer and others. 

London, April 17. — The Times has a 
letter from Johannesburg this morning 
hearing the date of March 80, which con- 
lirnis the intelligence brought by cable 
that Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
had demanded President Krugur's reply 
to the invitation to visit England within 
a certain number of hours, but Mr. 
Chamberlain had granted an extension 
oi tho time on President Kruger's re-> 
(piest. " If peace is patched up now, 
however," says the lett.-r, ' 'it seems hard- 
ly possible to avoid trouble in the future. 
A racial war would be a popular cry and 
all the Boers in .South Alriea would join 
in the defence of the Transvaal. 

" It may fairly be computed that the 
Transvaal would furnish I5,000men, the 
Orange free state 'JO, 000 and Cape 
Colony and Natal 15,1)00, making alto- 
gether 50,000 men. The military pre- 
parations here are quite inconsistent 
with any other explanation than that 
war is considered to be imminent, barge 
quantities of cannon, Maxim guns, rifles 
and ammunition are pouring into the 
country, and orders especially to Ger- 
man firms are being given for all the re- 
quirements of war. The people are 
being roused by inflammatory speeches 
delivered in different parts of the coun- 
try. 

" Quito recently the Volkstem urged 
the Boers not to forget how the English 
had treated the Boers, and during the 
trial of the reform committee prisoners 
the beam was brought from Pretoria 
which the English had used fifty years 
ago during the rebellion to hang five 
Boers. It was this incident which led 
to Mr. Chamberlain's remonstrance 
(holding the Transvaal responsible for 
the safety of the reform prisoners) and 
President Kruger then expressed the 
opinion here that the beam was intended 
for a museum. The general opinion, 
however, is that it was for a more 
sinister purpose." 

London - , April 17. — The Times has an 
editorial this morning, couched in seri- 
ous terms, on the situation in South Af- 
rica. It says: "It is quite time that 
the nation and the government should 
realize that we have serious work both 
in South Africa and in the Soudan. The 
government ough t to take steps to ascer- 
tain the extent and character of the Boer 
armament which the Transvaal agent 
does not deny, but which he explains is 
out of respect for an oltl and long 
neglected law. That being the ease 
President Kruaer cannot complain if we 
follow suit. The government ought not 
to delay to place an experienced officer 
at the head of both the regular and 
irregular forces designed for Matabele- 
land." 

The Standard (Conservative) in an 
editorial commenting upon the state- 
ment made to President Kruger by Sir 
Hercules Robinson on behalf of Mr. 
Chamberlain, says: "It is not clear 
whether Mr. Chamberlain's explanation 
is intended to minimize the significance 
of sending reinforcements to South 
Africa or to prepare the way for the dis- 
closure of more ample measures." 

The Chronicle, Liberal, comments 
upon the vagueness of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's statement, and asks whether the 
troops to be sent are intended for Mata- 
beleland or the Transvaal. 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain has 
received a dispatch from Governor Sir 
Hercules Robinson, dated at Capetown 
at 4 o'clock on Friday afternoon. This 
dispatch contains no mention of a dis- 
aster at. Buluwayo, which is conclusive 
evidence that no news of disaster had 
been received in Capetown up to that 
hour. 

A dispatch from Pretoria to the Daily 
Telegraph says: "The trial of the mem- 
bers of the national reform committee 
will open on Tuesday, and the State At- 
torney has summoned nearly all the 
English naturalized residents of Pretoria 
for service on the jury. 

" It is reported that Cecil Rhodes has 
declined the oiler of regular troops from 
Natal for service in Matabeleland on the 
ground of their unfamiliarity with Ma- 
tabele warfare."

A correspondent tit Ciranite Creek 
writes that the pr09j)ecta for t he m iocs 
in that section of the province arc ex- 
tremely favorable. All in going on w 
There are 40 men at present in the em- 
ploy of the Granite Creek Mining Com- 
pany, which number will shortly be in- 
creased to 50. It is the intention of the 
president, Robert Stevenson, to start the 
monitors at work about the first of May. 
Preparations are in progress to start a 
coupie a month later and another about 
the -1th of July. 

The board of trade met in the board 
room last ni^ht to consider the pro- 
gramme of subjects proposed for discus- 
sion at the torthcoming congress of 
chambers of commerce of the Empire, 
President H. O. Bell-Irving occupying 
the chair. The following resolutions 
were passed : The Vancouver Board of 
Trade desires to record its unanimous 
approval of the programme and has 
passed the following resolutions on those 
subjects which it considers of special 
importance, viz.; Resolved: 

That this board records its opinion 
that in preferential trade between the 
mother country and her colonies and de- 
pendencies lie the future prosperity and 
the maintenance of the unity of the Em- 
pire. 

That in the opinion of this board the 
British system of weights, measures and 
currency now in use is unworthy of the 
greatest commercial nation of the world, 
and that the adoption of a decimal sys- 
tem throughout the Empire should not 
be longer delayed. 

That this board wishes to call special 
attention to the desirability of urging 
forward the Pacific cable project on com- 
mercial as on strategic grounds. 

That the early inauguration of the 
fast Atlantic service is a matter of the 
first importance to Canada, and with it 
should follow the acceleration of the 
transcontinental mail service, together 
with a corresponding improvement of 
the steamship service from Vancouver to 
Australia. 

That this board is of opinion that the 
appointment of a resident representa- 
tive of the United Kingdom in the Pro- 
vince of British Columbia would he 
attended with the most beneficial re- 
sults. 

That in the opinion of this board the 
formation of an Imperial council for the 
consideration of questions of Imperial 
interest is a matter of first importance 
and would not only he the best menus of 
furthering the general objects of the 
congress, but would prove a powerful 
agent in the consolidation and strength- 
ening of the Empire. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, April 17. — In con- 
nection with the proposed works for ex- 
tracting gold from the sands <>f the 
Fraser rivei the first consignment of 
machinery has arrived from New York 
for the Dominion Pulverizing Company. 
During the last few days Mi'.' Lucken- 
hach has been engaged in laboratory 
work on samples of sand, anil reports 
the ti'sts as being entirely satisfactory. 
In a fortnight after the arrival of tin,' 
boilers and the balance of the plant the 
company will be ready to begin active 
operations. 

The machinery of the "K " dredge 
supplied by Mr. 11. I). Benson, contrac- 
tor for the Delta Dyke, by Beatty cc Co., 
VVelland, Out., has been placed in posi- 
tion on the scow built lor it at the Roval 
City Planing Mills. The dredge is in- 
tended to begin work at Green Slough. 
The dredge will work down river for 
about a mile below where she is to com- 
mence and will then probably work up- 
wards for a longer distance. 

Ploughing has been delayed in por- 
tions of Surrey by recent rains. With a 
return of fine weather the work of culti- 
vation will proceed more expeditiously. 
Reports from the Delta district state 
that although farming operations are 
well forward, crops show very little 
growth so far. 

Numbers of settlers in Burnaby dis- 
trict, apart from those who are on the 
•Small Holdings thrown open by the pro- 
vincial government in 1894, are this year 
clearing new ground for cultivation. 

A May Day celebration is to bo held at 
Ladner this year. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, April 17. — At a meeting of 
the Wellington District Agricultural As- 
sociation the following officers were 
elected : J. Dunsmuir and J. Brydon, 
M.P.P., hon. presidents; Rev. C. K. 
Cooper, M.A.i president; Dr. J). W. 
Eberts, Rev. T. n. Rogers and A. Bry- 
don, vice-presidents ; dipt. II. A, Dillon, 
secretary ; and Thoa. E. Bate, treasurer. 
The exhibition will beheld on Saturday, 
August 22.

battalion of the line ana body of mounted 
infantry would be despatched to these 
places ns soon as possible. The move- 
ment, he added, was connected with the 
decision of the government to perman- 
ently increase the strength of the garri- 
son of Cape Colony, a |tep which had 
been urged by the military authorities 
who were of 'the opinion that the pres- 
ent garrison at Cape Town was in- 
adequate tor the defence of the dock 
yard and coal deposits. This announce- 
ment of Mr. Chamberlain's was greeted 
with loud cheers and was looked upon as 
meaning that the government had finally 
decided to send adequate reinforcements 
of tro >ps to South Africa. 

Mr. Chamberlain added, however, 
that except in the greatest emergency 
the Imperial troops were not suited to 
the work of quelling a native insurrec- 
tion, which, in the government's 
opinion, can most promptly he dealt 
with by the local forces. There was, he 
also added, an ample number of men and 
a sufficient supply of arms for that pur- 
pose in South Africa. The only diffi- 
culty experienced was that of transport- 
ing the inert and supplies from one point 
to another. Finally -Mr. Chamberlain 
said that the government was prepared 
to authorize the recruiting, if necessary, 
of colonial troops for the suppression of 
the disturbances in South Africa; but 
the chartered company would have to 
bear the expenses. 

Capetown, April 17. — An immense 
body of Matabeles is massed for an at- 
tack on Buluwayo, which could not hold 
out against the rushing charge of the 
native regiments. Officials of the char- 
tered company say they have no fear 
that Buluwayo will be captured, but the 
habit of underrating the strength of an 
enemy has led to many historical disas- 
ters to British arms'. The Matabeles 
have been steadily gathering for weeks 
wild the intention, apparently, of 
attacking Buluwayo. The re-capture 
oi Iving Lobengula's capital would i 
be a fearful blow to the " par- 
uir.0 nit power in South Africa." 
The available force of volunteers, etc., 
at Buluwayo is not believed to be over 
700 men. Machine guns have been hur- 
ried to the front from the British flag- 
ship St. Geqrge, the market place has 
been constructed into a stong Laagerold 
police rami), and the outside of I he town 
initio: h-r points have been fortified, hut 
it would take many men and many ob- 
structions to withstand a living tidal 
wave of over 10,000 fearless Matabeles, 
especially if it is true that they are be- 
ing ai led ami abetted by LJoer command- 
ants. 

The difficulty in obtaining news of the 
uprising increases, owing to the restric- 
tions of the authorities, but the situa- 
tion about Buluwayo has grown darker. 
The rebellion is so widespread that a 
large force of troops will be necessary to 
restore order, and the home government 
is blamed for postponing the dispatch of 
strong reinforcements. The inaction of 
the war office is due to the desire of Mr. 
Chamberlain to avoid anything which 
might be construed into an attempt to 
coerce the South African republic ; but 
while Mr. Chamberlain holds his hands 
the Boers are openly drilling under im- 
ported German instructors, accumulat- 
ing arms and ammunition, constructing 
fortifications and bringing heavy guns 
from Germany. The policy of President 
Kruger here is one of delay, to avoid do- 
ing or saying anything definite until 
t ie Transvaal is in a position to 
defy Great Britain and the inde- 
pendence of the South African re- 
public can be declared. The Orange 
Free State may be actually incorporated 
into a republic, natives will everywhere 
be incited to rise against British rule, 
and an attempt will he made to drive 
the British out of South Africa. This 
plan is openly talked of among the 
Boers, but the home authorities seem 
utterly blind to the danger ahead, anil 
the Chartered Company are doing every- 
thing possible to suppress the truth. 
The belief is growing thai nothing short 
of a terrible disaster, such as the capture 
of Buluwayo, will bring the government 
to its senses. 



WILHELM ON HIS TRAVELS. 

He Makes Minute Inspections of tlie Aus- 
trian and Italian Armies— His Action 
Cuuscs Comment. 

London, April 17.— The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Times, in'a description 
of the ceremonies connected witli Em- 
peror William's visit, says: "Yester- 
day's parade goes a deal further than all 
the press of the Austrian and German 
papers towards manifesting the intimacy 
of the two monar.dd.es. It is the first 
time that Emperor Francis Joseph has 
assumed supromeeonimand of a military 
parade since 1S73, during the visit of the 
Czar. There were altogether forty-one 
battalions of infantry and over "0,000 
men. At the lunch at Josef a tad t bar- 
racks, Emperor William gave the follow- 
ing toast: 'I remain faithful to the 
traditions of my august grand- 
father. As he loved the brave Austrian 
army, so 1 am devoted to the gallant 
troops of my illustrious ally, ['have 
highly appreciated the opportunity 
offered me to-day of leading my own 
regiment past, the Emperor Joseph. 1 
feel that I interpret the feeling of all 
present at this table when with all m 
heart I cry ' hurrah for the Kuaperor and 
his army.''' Emperor William starte 
for Carlsruho in the evening. 

Rome, April 1". — Tiie Frankfurter 
Zeitung confirms the report that the 
Emperor of Germany, who hail been 
rendered very anxious by Signor Mai 
cola's revelations regarding the state of 
the Italian army, inspected the guard of 
honor al the Venice railroad station 
with most astonishing minuteness. The 
incident has provoked a great amount of 
comment.

THE SESSION. 

A very fair amount of work was done 
during the session of the Legislative As 
Eembly which ended yesterday. Then! 
are sixty-two Acts on the list, some of 
which required lone; and careful consid- 
eration. Although there were no very 
brilliant or striking measures before the 
Assembly during the session its legisla- 
tion will, we believe, prove to be most 
useful— will tend to promote the welfare 
of the province. Measures about which 
little is said or written are often inure 
beneficial in their operation and produce 
more lasting results than many of th 
whose passage is preceded and atl ended 
by violent agitation. The amendments 
io the mining acts, which make elniui- 
jnmp'mg an impossibility or next to an 
impossibility, are legislation of this kind. 
So is the act for the encouragement of 
dairying. We believe that the change 
that has been made in the land laws 
will be followed by good effects. The 
net to preserve the forests from destruc- 
tion by lire will, if well carried out, do 
much to preserve to the Province one of 
its richest resources. It seems to us 
that people generally do not place a 
high enough value on the forests of the 
country. Lumber has been for some 
time a drug in the markets of the world, 
but it will not long remain so. Forests 
on this continent and almost every- 
where else are disappearing at so rapid 
a nite that the day cannot be far distant 
when it will be very hard in- 
deed to procure good timber. 
Twenty or thirty years appears 
to be a long time for an 
individual to wait for adequate re- 
tarns from his property ; but twenty or 
thirty years is a very small part of the 
life of a country. At the end of that 
period the forests that remain in British 
Columbia will, we are satisfied, be worth 
ninny times mure than equal areas of 
timber lauds are to-day. Consequently, 
any law that has the effect of preserving 
its forests and preventing the waste of 
growing timber must be most advan- 
tageous to its inhabitants. 

A great deal of the work done during 
the session is not seen and, we fear, not 
fully appreciated by the people. The 
representatives of the people have aided 
the Government in making pro- 
vision for the different services which go 
a very long way towards making the 
Province a pleasant place to live in 
and towards helping its inhabitants 
to make its resources available. They 
have had to provide (or the maintenance 
of the roads and bridges of the Province, 
and to see that no part of it suffers for 
want of more and better road accommo- 
dation. They have to take measures to 
keep the excellent school system ot the 
Province in a state of efficiency, and to 
have new school districts marked out 
and new scbool houses built where they 
are wanted. The representatives of the 
people, too, keep the Government in- 
formed as to the way in which justice is 
administered in the different districts, 
ami suggest improvements where 
they are needed. Very little, indeed, is 
fcajd about this part of the work of the 
members oi the Legislative Assembly, 
but it is as necessary as the enactment 
of new laws, and it is sometimes very 
difficult of performance. Itisoften 
tha* the' members have very little t 
while they are in Victoria, but this is 
quite a mistake. They have much to do 
and it is very creditable to them that 
thev do it so well.

EVASION, A FINE ART. 

Everyone remembers that Mr. Laurier 
was reported by a French Liberal paper 
to have, in a speech which he made in 
Chieoutitni, thanked Heaven that there 
were no Orangemen in the Liberal party. 
The matter came up in the House oi 
Commons on the lOtb, Mr. McGillivary 
read from l.e Progres de Saguenay an 
article containing the statement at- 
tributed to Mr. Laurier. There was 
quite a dispute about the matter, some 
honorable gentlemen, among whom was 
the member from Cliicoutimi, declaring 
that Mr. Laurier did use the words at- 
tributed to him, and others maintaining 
that he did not — that the whole story 
was a " lie." Mr. Laurier himself was 
evasive. He did not say distinctly that 
he did not utter the words, neither did 
he admit in definite terms that he did. 
It will be seen below how the dis- 
cussion, if it can be properly called a 
discussion, ended. The intelligent 
reader will be able from the 
remarks of Mr. Foster and Mr. 
Laurier to form his own conclusions 
in the matter— whether the Liberal 
French-Canadian reporter put words 
into Mr. Laurier's mouth that he never 
ut ei ed, or whether Mr. Laurier, consid- 
ering he was safe in Cliicoutimi to sav 
what would be most pleasing to his 
hearers respecting the Orangemen, used 
expressions which did not sound well in 
Ontario, and which it is hie interest now 
to repudiate as far as he dare. Here 
are Mr. Foster's remarks: 

Mr. Foster — It would be far more sat- 
isfactory if we had a direct statement 
from the leader of the Opposition him- 
self. If he did make such a speech at 
Cliicoutimi, he could not nave made 
such a statement without it being pretty 
tirtnly imprinted on his memory. It 
would be far more satisfactory it he 
could say himself whether he really did 
make such a statement or not. The 
hon. leader of the Opposition, who is 
the principal in the matter, surely 
knows exactly what he did say. He has 
never, so far as I have heard, denied this 
statement. 

Mr. Foster then read from La Patrie 
wdiat purported to be a revised and cor- 
rected report of the hon. gentleman's 
speech, in which occurred the sentence, 
" Thank God there are no Orangemen 
among us, the Liberals." 

Mr. Foster continued : Now, that is 
the statement made officially by a very 
respectable Liberal paper, La Patrie, 
which is looked upon as one of the first 
French papers in the Province of Que- 
bec. The statement has done service 
all through the province of Quebec. I 
have never seen in a French paper an 
explicit denial by the hon. member op- 
posite of the statement. It is a most im- 
portant statement for any man to make. 
I hope the hon. member has not made it, 
and if lie denies it 1 will willingly sup- 
pose that he has not made it. He has 
never denied it. in the Province of Que- 
bec; will lie deny it now? 

Mr. Laurier — If the honorable gentle- 
man thinks that his cleverness will 
draw me from the position which I have 
taken he is very much mistaken (cries 
of oh, oh, oil, and laughter from the 
Conservative benches), ami so are the 
men who sit behind him. I have been 
in the habit of speaking for a great 
many years in this house and out of it. 
1 think I have been in the habil of gov- 
erning my tongue, ami I think I hate 
been given credit fur possessing BOtne 
common sense, lam responsible, I re- 
peat again, for every speech which was 
delivered by mi", but I demand that the 
report should he a verbatim report. The 
honorable gentleman calls this an offi- 
cial statement. 

Mi-. Foster— It saya that it gives the 
exact words. 

Mr, Laurier replied that it was a 



AN EXPERIENCED MANITOBAN. 

Mr. James Fisher, M.l'.P. for Russell, 
Manitoba, 1b a Liberal and a Presby- 
terian. He therefore is not open to the 
imputation of being fr.vorable to separ- 
ate schools or being unduly partial to 
Roman Catholics. His remarks to an 
interviewer on the alternative proposal 
made by the Manitoba Government 
show that he is well acquainted with 
the working of common schools in the 
rural districts of the Dominion. Here 
is a passage from the interview : 

" As to the counter proposal of the 
local Government, its acceptance coul 
never have been looked for. .Mr. (ireen- 
way and Mr. Si f ton have repeatedly de- 
I ela'red themselves opposed to purely 
' secular schools. The alternative pro- 
j posal to close the regular school exercises 
I at half past three and allow clergymen 
j of all the denominations to teach religion 
I lor the other half hour would never work 
I in practice. In tin; first place it is no part 
of a clergyman's duty to take that class 
of work ; they have all the work on their 
hands now that they can attend to. 
Then in the rural districts it would be 
utterly impossible for clergymen to at- 
tend the schools. In the next place it 
I would be a practical secularization of the 
I schools, because it would mean non-re- 
cognition of religion in any form during 
I the regular school hours. It would be 
driving the Bible out of the schools 
I almost as effectively as if they were made 
wholly secular. What is wanted by 
I Anglicans and Presbyterians, as well as 
I by Catholics, is that in the school itself 
1 as conducted by the teacher, there should 
I be a recognition of religion and Chris- 
tianity. And when these are driven out of 
I the regular school, the mere opening of 
' the school buildings for voluntary exer- 
cises by clergymen who have the time to 
j conduct them, and on whom no duty is 
j cast in the matter, the state practically 
I secularizes the school." 

" I think," continued Mr. Fisher, 
" that the local authorities have assumed 
a grave responsibility in failing to take 
the proposition of the Dominion com- 
missioners as a basis of settlement. In 
detail several modifications might prob- 
; ably have been made. II parliament 
I shall proceed now to pass the remedial 
1 bill into law, on the local government 
j must rest the responsibility for the prov- 
ince losing control over its educational 
I law." 

Anyone who knows how much the pas- 
tor of a large country congregation has 
to do must conclude that it is simply a j 
physical impossibility for him to take 
charge of the religious instruction of a 
number of classes in the district schools | 
attended by the children of his congre- [ 
gation. The truth is, even when the 
clergyman takes a deep interest in the j 
education of children and when he 
would li';e to visit the schools frequent- 
ly, he finis that he can take very little 
time frt, n his other work for the per- 
formance of that duty. The teacher who 
looks to him for help is often necessarily 
disappointed. It is evident that if re- 
ligion is to be taught in the schools at | 
all it must be taught by the regular 
teacher. This can be done best when 
the children are divided as they are in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
that is, under the system which the 
Government of .Manitoba rejected ap- 
parently without hesitation.

Th 1 ; change in the land laws will 
doubtless promote the settlement and 
development of the agricultural, pastor- 
al and l imber lands of the province, and 
it, is satisfactory to note the restrictions 
which have been placed upon the appro- 
priation of the various kinds of timber 
upon crown lands. 

The amendments to the " Mineral act" 
and the " Municipal act " are excellent 
illustrations of the care which you have 
bestowed on the interests of the people. 

The moderate increase of taxation 
which you have imposed is the natural 
consequence of the enlarged development 
of the resources of the province.

FI'UEBUU SENTENCED. 

W, «. Car'.hew Gets Three Years in the 
Penitentiary I'm- Arson. 

Willitin iloni'iic Oartliew, accused of 
arson, bad a speedy trial before Mr. Jus- 
tice vVnlketn yesterday. The prisoner 
pleaded not guilty and conducted his 
own defence; Mr. II. K. A. Robertson 
appearing for the crown. Carthew 
either has a verv hardened disposition 
oris slightly affected mentally, for in 
his actions and language he displayed 
the utmost unconcern for the outcome of 
his trial, and at times was quite abusive 
in bis remarks. The charge against him 
was that he had on March 211 set fire to 
a cabin on View street belonging to Mrs. 
Phelps. l'he evidence was mainly cir- 
cumstantial, but very strong. Carthew 
had occupied the house and 
was seen coming from it shortly 
before the lire, ivhieh was clearly iu- 
cendiarv. When arrested his hands and 
face were black with smoke and dirl, 
which showed he had been making a 
lire and his story that be had built n 
lire on the Indian leserve was proved to 
bo false. He tried to set up an alibi, 
claiming that he hail not been near the 
house lor live Haws preceding the lire, 
hut. the liremen found his alarm clock 
still going when they put out the blaze. 

When Uunliew was giving bis evi- 
dence vestcrday lie was handed the 
clock for i be purpose of proving its 

to the spectators by setting oil' the 
alarm. He differed will) the judge's 
opinion, addressed impertinent remarks 
to the Crown counsel and mad" an ex- 
hibition of himself generally. The judge 
showed a great deal of patience witn the 
prisoner, evident I) making allowance 
for his unfortunate position. Carthew 
was sentenced to. three years in the peni- 
tentiary.

TRAGEDIES IN CUBA. 

Execution of Insurgent Prisoners at Havana 
—Horrible Bloody Combat With 
tbe Machete. 

Havana, April 17.— Three prisoners of 
war, Gregoro Borges, Esteban Hernan- 
dez and Joee Bacallao, were executed at 
seven o'clock this morning at t he Cabana 
fortress. They belonged to the insurg 
ent band commanded by Dr. Bruneza 
yas and were captured by the soldiers of 
the Arapiles battalion during theattac" 
made by the enemy on Managua, in this 
province and the burning of property in 
that vicinity. 

At Cauiajuani, province of Santa 
Clara, another tragedy in the history of 
the Chilian rebellion lias been enacted. 
A column of troops under Col. Lopez 
Anaora, operating in the Camajuani dis- 
trict, received information that Antonio 
Benimdez, a well known insurgent 
leader, was concealed in the house of his 
mistress. A detachment of troops, 
headed by the colonel himself, immedi- 
ately started for the spot, surrounded 
the house and called on Bertnudezto sur- 
render. Taken by surprise, lie seized a 
rille which was handed to him by 
the woman and tired two shots at the 
colonel, missing him. Just as the in- 
surgent chief raised his rifle to take an- 
other shot at the Spanish officer several 
of the soldiers tired and Bermudez fell 
Lack pierced by a bullet, and died as his 
mistress threw herself, wounded and in 
an agony of grief, upon his body. 

A soldier named Eulogio Cassadows 
was executed in Matanzas this morning 
for having wounded his superior officer. 

The guerilla force of Mayo Lazeo, the 
vanguard of the battalion of Luzon, 
shortly after leaving the village of 
Rodrigo, in the Sagua distriat, came in 
sight of a group of men which they be- 
lieved was also a guerilla force. Major 
Coicoechea advanced towards the group, 
which was also advancing, and when the 
t un were six paces apart the troops dis- 
covered that the other force were in- 
surgents. Some one shouted "Rebels!" 
A horrible, bloody combat ensued with 
the machete. Twenty-one of the in- 
surgents were killed.

TO DESTROY DISEASE GERMS. 

Interesting Experiments With Roentgen 
Rays in Cholera Tuberculosis and 
Diphtheria. 

Chicago, April 17.— Prof. H. I'. Pratt 
and Prof. Hugh Wightnian announce to 
the world that diphtheria and tvphoid 
are absolutely killed by the Roentgen 
ray. This statement is made without 
reserve. The decision was reached this 
evening in the laboratory, when the last 
of the germs which had been exposed to 
the ray failed to show signs of life under 
tbe glass, the deadly bacilli remaining 
idle and inactive in the midst of the best 
and most tempting imitation of human 
tissue. 

Four new colonies of epidemic breed- 
ers, labelled as cholera, tuberculosis, 
hog cholera, and diphtheria were located 
in tubes tilled with nutriment. Prof. 
Pratt turned the current into the great 
cell, and the ray was thrown into the 
group of bacilli. The two physicians are 
risking their professional reputation by 
the prophecy that not one of the four 
•groups will ever be able to recover.

London, April 17. — A despatch from 
Odessa to the Daily News says a minis- 
terial rescript gives Captain AViggins, 
tho Arctic explorer tor an indefinite 
period, the exclusive right to import 
foreign merchandise duty free into 
Siberia via the Kara sea and the Yenisei. 

Clara Barton, of the Red Cross, cables 
from Constantinople: " Hubbell in 
charge of the Red Cross relief expedi- 
tion at Marash reports that on April 13 
3,000 were sick of typhus, including the 
English consul. On the 15th he reported 
that the sickness at Zeitoun was increas- 
ing, with forty or fifty deaths daily. 
There is great and immediate need for 
funds. The general conditions for relief 
work are favorable." 

Making allowance for duplicate elec- 
tions the next Spanish chamber will be 
constituted as follows, including the 
deputies from Cuba and Porto Rico: 
Conservatives, 303; Liberals, 102; Carl- 
ists, 10; Independents, 10; Dissident 
Conservatives, S; Republicans, 3; and 
Ultramontane Catholic, 1. The Her- 
laudo announces that Senor Canalejas, 
the Liberal deputy for Cuba, has re- 
signed. 

A number of the newspapers of 
Madrid and other parts of Spain de- 
mand that the elections in Cuba be 
annulled, and ex-Preinier Sagasta in- 
tends to ask the chamber of deputies to 
annul the Cuban elections on the ground 
that the electors, owing to the, state of 
rebellion prevailing, were not free to 
vote as they pleased. 

The arrest of the Baptist missionary 
Bishop Alberto Jesus Diaz in Havana is 
due to the declaration made by some 
prisoners who were captured at Vivors, 
near Havana, and to documents which 
were found in their possession. 
The Bishop was arrested yesterday 
and was denied communication with his 
friends in the office of the chief of police, 
where only prominent persons are de- 
tained. His case will be summarily 
pushed. The bishop and his brother 
were made prisoners of war and handed 
over to the military jurisdiction. 

A dispatch to the Times from Athens 
says: "At Thursday's reception to the 
foreign athletes who competed in the 
Olympic games the Americans presented 
to the Crown Prince Constantino a me- 
morial crown." 

Advices from Cuba say that the 
charge upon which Bishop Diaz, who 
claims to be a naturalized American citi- 
zen, was arrested was that of promoting 
correspondence between the rebels and 
the United States. 



WAR IN THE SOUDAN. 

Severe Fighting With Dervishes at a Num- 
ber of Points -Great Excitement- 
British Troops for Service. 

Suakim, April 17.— An Egyptian force 
of 1,100 men was attacked by the der- 
vishes on Wednesday last, April 15. 
Sixty of the hitter were killed and many 
more were missing. 

In the second encounter which has 
just taken (dace between a force of der- 
vishes and n detachment of Egyptian 
cavalry, HO dervishes and IS Egyptians 
were killed. 

Tripoli, April 17.- — Advices received 
here from Tebu say that from three to 
four thousand dervishes, armed with 
Martin : -Henri rifles, are advancing 
against Robah, Sultan of Bornu, who 
has been oppressing the Mohammedans. 
Severe lighting has occurred between 
Tunisians and Tripolitans. Great ex- 
citement prevails on the frontier and 
tribesmen in nil directions are arming.

The Man of Many Murders Manifestly Does 
Not Intend to Commit Suicide. 

Philadelphia, April 17. — H. II. 
Helmes was baptized and received into 
the Catholic church this morning. The 
condemned man went through the cere- 
mony solemnly and with every 
evidence of sincerity. One phase of 
Holmes' reception into the Catholic 
church is oi peculiar interest. Catholics 
have impressed upon them the 
moment they are received into the 
church the fact that no one who dies by 
his own hand can enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. No suicide is now 
buried in consecrated ground. Holmes, 
having embraced the Catholic faith so 
short a time berore his execution, has 
evidently decided to wait for the gallows 
rather than attempt self-destruction, if 
he ever contemplated it.

SEALING ARBITRATION. 

What U. S. Authorities Say Is Necessary to 
Give Effect to the Treaty. 

Washington, April 17.— To give effect 
to the Behring sea arbitration treaty, 
approved by the senate yesterday, it 
only remains for the British government 
to assent to the immaterial amendments 
adopted i'.t the suggestion of the senate 
committee. It is believed Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British ambassador, will 
be authorized by his government to act 
upon them at once in Washington and 
the exchange of ratifications will follow 
quiqkly. Already the selection of a 
commissioner to represent the United 
States in the arbitration has been under 
consideration, nut it cannot be definitely 
learned who has been chosen. 



FRUIT DAMAGED, 

Eliects of the Frost on the Crops of Cali- 
• fornia. 

San Fuancisco, April 17. — Severe 
frosts during tbe last two nights have 
caused much damage to fruit in orchards 
in the centre of the state. A dispatch 
from Fresno says that much damage 
has been done in the vineyards there. 
Two-thirds of the grape crop 
in the vicinity of Calistoga was 
destroyed. Cherries,. apricots and prunes 
suffered from the frost in the vicinity of 
San Jose. Frost bad a killing effect on 
the grape vines in the vicinity of Stock- 
ton, and vineyard men declare that 
there will not be half a crop of grapes 
from the neighboring counties. 



ROENTGEN'S BAYS. 

New Discoveries in Photography About to 
Be Applied to Diseases of 
the Throat. 

London, April 17.— The British Medi- 
cal Journal this week says that some 
important advances have been made in 
the application of the new photography 
process to diseases of the throat. It ap- 
pears that a eryptoseope is likely to 
afford much assistance to laryngology in 
discovering the whereabouts of foreign 
bodies lodged in the air passages. It is 
now possible to see right through the 
throat and at tho same time watch the 
passages of , ln instrument intended to 
seize an offending particle.
